Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Andersson '695 or Kobayashi '169 or Adachi '915 or Wenckus £ 384. 

Andersson '695 or Kobayashi '169 or Adachi '915 or Wenckus [ 384 each suggest 
the instantly claimed induction heater having a cooling means supplying a cooling 
medium to a crucible. See cols. 1,3 of Andersson; col. 1 of Kobayashi; cols. 1,5,7 of 
Adachi; the abstract and col. 5 of Wenckus. The taught induction systems would appear 
to be suitable for use in a pyrochemical reprocessing method using a molten salt 
because the taught induction systems are the same as that instantly claimed. 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
